London, Feb. 5.— Justin McCarthy has 
addressed a letter to the secretaries of 
the Irish party, in which he says he is 
still full of confidence in the success of 
Home Rule, which he does not believe 
is doomed, though bo long deferred. He 
sees hopeful indications that the fac- 
tions of the party will soon be united. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times 
says: " The intention of introducing a 
big navy bill at the present session lias 
been abandoned, but the idea lias not 
been relinquished and a bill will be 
drafted in readiness for the next ses- 
sion." 

A dispatch from Berlin to the Times 
says that Prince Frederick of Hohen- 
zollern, who resigned the command of 
the third army corps because the Em- 
peror refused to confirm the decision of 
the board ofj honor on the Vou Kotze 
case, intends to leave Berlin and to re- 
Bide in South Germany. Prince 
Albert of Saxe-Altenburg will 
also retire to his estate in 
Mecklenburg. " These departures,' ' 
says the Times correspondent, " follow- 
ing closely upon those by notabilities 
like the Duke and Duchess of Ratiboe, 
Prince and Princess Stolberg-Wernige- 
rode and Prince and Princess Pless are 
the occasion of much comment, andBer- 
li" seems to be losing the attraction 
with which the Emperor's unfailing 
courtesy and consideration invested 
.t." Lieut, von Ivotze was charged with 
being the author of numerous anony- 
mous letters circulated in German court 
circles defaming high personages, but 
was acquitted and had marks of special 
| consideration shown him by the Em- 
peror thereafter. He fought a number 
of duels as a result of these charges be- 
ing brought against him and underwent 
the term of imprisonment for duelling. 

A Rome despatch to the Daily News 
Bays that Princess Marie Louise o' 
Bourbon has asked the Pope to anmt 
her marriage with Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria on account of the latter con- 
senting to the conversion of their son, 
Prince Boris, to the Greek church. The 
Daily News correspondent adds that the 
Pope dissuades the Princess from taking 
this action. 

Henry J. C. Cust, editor of the Pall 
".'all Gazette, and Mr. Muller, assistant 
editor, having declined to resign their 
positions, .Mr. Astor has summarily dis- 
missed them. They announce that they 
will immediately publish a statement of 
the reasons for their action. The ed- 
itorial stall', upon learning of their 
action, resigned in a body. 

The London Athletic Club held a 
meeting last evening, but there was no 
mention made of the subject of a return 
match with the New York Athletic Club. 

A despatch from Lisbon to the Times 
says that sixty anarchists have been ar- 
rested there as a result of the explosion 
of a bomb in the house of a physician 
who had testified to the' insanity of the 
man who threw a stone at the King, but 
the person who placed the bomb had not 
been discovered. Senor Antonio Daz- 
evedo, the minister of justice, declared 
in the chamber of deputies that the 
government was determined to adopt the 
severest measures to suppress anarchist 
outrages. 

Lord Dunraven was the guest to-night 
of the (ilasgow University Conservative 
club. The speecb delivered by his Lord- 
ship on the occasion contained no allu- 
sion to the subject of yachting; but with 
reference to the Venezuelan question he 
said that war between England and 
America would he regarded by 
everyone as an unmitigated hor- 
ror. If either country had placed itself 
in u false or misunderstood position, 
both were strong and magnanimous 
enough to withdraw or to make con- 
cessions. He was confident, he said, 
that the result of the strained 
relations would be a better 
feeling between the two countries. 
Lord Dunraven added the Monroe doc- 
trine, according to its original interpre- 
tation, might not he international law, 
but it appeared to him to be sound 
sense. But if it were interpreted to 
mean that no independent republic on 
the American continent had the right to 
settle a boundary dispute without the 
intervention of the United States, that 
appeared to him to be driving a sound 
principle to a ridiculous conclusion. 

The Chronicle announces that the 
Liberals will challenge the government 
at the earliest moment in parliament on 
Uie abandonment of the Armenians. 
"It is believed," theChronicle continues, 
" that A. J. Balfour will then make re- 
velations concerning the action of pre- 
vious ministers and give his position on 
the Armenian question. The Lib- 
erals regard the Venezuelan affair 
as too important to be raised as n mere 
side issue upon the address. Therefore 
the house will be adjourned after the 
adoption of the address, so as to secure a 
full debate on Venezuela. The Liberals 
are unanimously in favor of arbitration 
with the United States, and it is believ- 
ed a motion to this effect will secure 
wide Unionist support. Sir Wil- 
liam Verno/i Harcourt, the Liberal 
leader, who has studied the 
citBC minutely, fully shares lion. John 
Morley's view that ub question is more 
tit for arbitration than this." Parlia- 
ment will meet next Tuesday. 

The London stock markets were quiet- 
er to-day but firm on the whole, with a 
slightly increased activity in Kaffirs. 
Americans were quiet but good. Ru- 
mors are current in exceptionally good 
quarters that the Venezuelan question 
lias assumed a more favorable phase. 
If the report is true, and if the Ameri- 
can loan is a success, Americans should 
from this point of view rise sharply. 



CHAMBERLAIN AJnD SALISBURY. 

Divergences of Opinion Said to Exist Be- 
tween the British Premier and 
Colonial Secretary. 

London, Feb. 5. — lion. Cecil Rhodes, 
who arrived in London yesterday, still 
denies himself to reporters and no inter- 
views with him are likely to appear in 
any of the papers for some days yet, not 
in fact until after the coming meeting of 
the chartered company's directors. The 
presence in England of the ex-Premier 
of Cape Colony has renewed interest in 
the affairs of the Transvaal and in com- 
plications in domestic politics to which 
recent events there are expected to give 
rise. The almost jocose treatment of the 
Jameson ill-fated raid' by Lord Salisbury 
iH thought by many lo be an attempt to 
belittle Mr. Chamberlain's performances 
and to indicate a growing ill-feeling be- 
tween the Premier and Secretary of 
State for the Colonies. 

Lord Salisbury's position in tliiB re- 
gard is perhaps due to the influence 
brought to bear upon him by the Queen, 
who, it is generally known, advocates 
the bestowal of peerages upon both Cecil 
Rhodes and Dr. .Jameson. The Colonial 
Secretary, on the other hand, stands 
committed to the course of securing a 
fair and impartial trial -of the invaders. 
This difference of opinion between the 
leaders, it is understood, is shared by 
the different members of the cabinet, 
and the reconciling of the divers views 
may possibly be accomplished. Cer- 
tainly the point is one of considerable 
embarrassment. It is not thought un- 
likely that Mr. Chamberlain may be 
forced to retire from the cabinet as the 
result of his opposition to the views of 
Lord Salisbury, and, in this event, it is 
openly hinted that lie may once more 
turn his political coat and he found in 
the near future appealing to the country 
at the head of the Liberals. 

In this event the Liberal party would 
acquire a stronger leader than any now 
within their own ranks and they would 
have an issue which might not unnatur- 
ally be expected to carry the country. 
Among the Conservative mercantile in- 
vestment classes in England there is a 
very hostile feeling against the South 
African sudden millionaires and their 
methods. This element may certainly 
be counted upon to support Mr. Cham- 
berlain, while Lord Salisbury, should he 
carry out his obvious desire to treat 
the Jameson raid as a matter of little or 
no importance, is liable to alienate the 
support of a large number of reasonable 
Englishmen who recognize that the raid 
was simply that of a body of filibuster- 
ers and has no justification in interna- 
tional law. 

In the event of Mr. Chamberlain's 
accession to the Liberal ranks, Home Rule 
would, of course, be dropped from the 
Liberal programme, but that is likely to 
take place in any event. Mr. Chamber- 
lain as a possible Liberal is the only 
speculation which is being indulged in 
1)3' the papers here, but there is a wide 
difference of opinion between him and 
Prime Minister Lord Salisbury on im- 
portant matters of policy, which may 
lead to his retirement from the cabinet 
is known. 



Resolution of Loyalty to the Em- 
pire the Occasion of Sonic 
Noteworthy Addresses. 



THE U. S. TREASURY LOAN 

Nearly Five Times the Amount Offered— 
Probability That Morgan Syndicate Will 
Subscribe the Bulk of It. 

Washington, Feb. 5. — Four thousand 
six hundred and forty bids for $558,269,- 
800 worth of bonds is the tremendous 
total of the subscriptions opened at the 
treasury department to-day in accord- 
ance with the terms of the call issued a 
month ago inviting proposals for $100,- 
OOO,00U of D. S. four per cent, 
bonds to run for thirty years trom Feb- 
ruary 1, 1896. These ligures do not in- 
clude about $120,000,000 of "crank" 
bids, regarded as bogus. The upset 
price was 110.0877, at which a syndi- 
cate composed of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
Pliny fisk &, Co., and the Deutsche 
Bank of Berlin offered to take the whole 
loan. The bids ranged from 
par up to a single $50 bid at $150. 
Nearly all the leading New York bank- 
ers and big insurance companies were 
represented in the list of bidders, but 
with a few exceptions they were out- 
manoeuvred by the Morgan syndicate. 
As the great bulk of the offerings were 
below the Morgan figure it is believed 
that that syndicate will be ac- 
cepted for at least $50,000,000 and 
possibly more. In any event no 
bid below the syndicate rate of 110.0877 
will be accepted, as that rate covers the 
entire loan. It is understood Mr. Mor- 
gan will procure a part of the gold from 
abroad. The interest manifested in the 
loan far exceeded that of any of the pre- 
ceding ones, and when the hour for 
opening the bids arrived the south cor- 
ridor of the treasury building, in the vi- 
cinity of Mr. Carlyle's office, was crowd- 
ed with bidders or their repre- 
sentativesandnewspapercorrespondonts. 

The committee to superintend the 
opening of the bids bad been at work 
since early morning, and at a few min- 
utes after noon announced they were 
ready. It was an interesting crowd that 
listened to the reading of the list of bid- 
ders and the amounts subscribed for, 
and it is probable that more millions 
were represented in the audience than 
were ever before gathered in the treas- 
ury building. 

London, Feb. 6. — An editorial in the 
Daily News says: " The success of the 
loan is astonishing, and shows that the 
investing public does not fear that the 
country will adopt a silver standard. 
Certainly compared with previous ex- 
periments of the kind, its popularity is 
remarkable, and President Cleveland's 
confidence is amply justified."

Senator Mclnncs Finds That " When 
He Reads It in the ' Colonist ' 
It's So." 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Feb. 5. — The House gave it- 
self up to-day to an tin wonted indulgence 
in patriotic sentiment. The outpouring 
was not confined to tne members on one 
side, but was participated in by all 
alike, in speech and in applause. Party 
politics were lost sight of for once, and 
an unusual spectacle was provided for 
the interested galleries in the absolute 
unanimity of the expressions of approval 
as sentiments of patriotism fell from 
the lips of the orators upon 
right and left of the Speaker's chair, 
'fhe occasion was memorable also as af- 
fording an opportunity for rivalry in 
eloquence, and the speeches were accord- 
ingly above tiie standard of political ora- 
tory in the Commons, several of them 
being among the best ellbrts of the indi- 
viduals. The debate was on Mr. Mc- 
Neil's motion expressive of loyalty to 
the Empire. Sir Richard Cartwright's 
was perhaps the most noteworthy utter- 
ance, but those of Messrs. McNeil, 
Davies, Foster and Lauricr were also 
more than usually interesting. The 
resolution was carried unanimously amid 
prolonged cheering. 

The railway report shows 10,091 miles 
in operation.

Sir Charles Tupper will take his seat 
in the commons next Tuesday. His ma- 
jority is 727.

" TUPPER THE MAN." 

Why the Opposition Quake at the Reappear- 
ance of the Liberal-Conservative 
Chieftain. 

Toronto, Feb. 5. — (Special) — The 
World hails Sir Charles Tupper editori- 
ally as the man for the hour. It says : 
" What the Dominion stands in need Of 
to-day more than anything else is a 
leader who can unite the differences in 
the party and inspire the confidence of 
the people. Such a man is Sir Charles 
Tupper. He is well up in years, but 
full of energy. He is the one man whom 
the opposition dread to see leading the 
Conservative party. They dread his 
ability to expose their weaknesses ; they 
are envious of his strategic resources in 
marshalling his own forces to victory. 
If Sir Charles Tupper is not the man for 
the hour so far as Canada is concerned, 
we don't know where that individual 
can be found." 



SHOT SIX TIMES. 

An Ex-Convict Tries to Kill His Comrade in 
Order to Conceal His Crimes. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 5.— (Special) — As the 
result ol" an early morning row William 
Smith is lying in the general hospital in 
a precarious condition, and John Naki- 
vel occupies a cell in the provincial jail 
on a charge of attempted murder. 
Judging bv the report of the hospital 
the charge against Nakivel will probably 
be changed to one of murder. Smith 
and Nakivel have a most unsavory 
record, botli being ex-convicts. They 
have been around the city for some time. 
Last night they determined to rob a 
house in Fort Rouge, evidently that of 
Mr. J. II. D. Munson, and during the 
night crossed the river for that purpose. 
On the way they quarrelled and Smith 
was shot Bix times by Nakivel, being 
afterward covered over with snow and 
left for dead. Smith revived and managed 
to crawl to a house near by where 
he was cared for until the police 
arrived. Nakivel was captured early this 
morning, and was recognized by Smith 
as his would-be murderer. Smith also 
swore that Nakivel was the man who 
made a desperate attempt to murder 
Superintendent Glenwright of the elec- 
tric railway several weeks ago. Nakivel 
attempted to kill Smith in order to con- 
ceal the first crime. The victim will 
probably die. 

A dividend of 10 per cent, has, been 
issued by the liquidators in favor of the 
creditors of the Commercial bank of 
Manitoba, which makes an aggregate' of 
70 per cent, paid to the creditors. The 
total amount refunded, including pre-

Hobson. the 
plaintiff undertook, in consideration of $00 
per mile, to construct a sleish road from 
the 10S->[ile post on the Cnrihoo trunk 
road, to a place known as" Wood's Cabin " 
near the head of Beaver lake creek, and 
about seven miles in a southerly direction 
from the defendants' mineral claim, com- 
monly known as the Horse Fly mine. This 
road was to be constructed according to 
certain specifications, and in the words of 
the agreement, " To the entire satisfaction 
of Frederick Soues, Esq., Clinton, govern- 
ment agent, whose certificate in writing 
shall be a condition precedent to the pay- 
ment by the company to the contractor of 
the money payable under this agreement." 
The distance "from the 108-Mile post to 
Wood's cabin is, admittedly, 493s» miles, 
which, at $G0 a mile, makes $2,!X>5. This 
sum has been reduced by payments made 
by the company during the progress of the 
w'ork to $1,249.90, which balance the plain- 
tiff now claims to be due to him on a cer- 
tificate obtained by hhn from Mr. Soues, 
which is as follows :

sufficient, and hence the plaintiff is 'en- 
titled to the balance he claims. 

With respect to the extras, the item of 
$125 for widening bridges was abandoned 
at the trial. The charge of $180 for chang- 
ing the toad at Mcintosh's has not been 
satisfactorily established. The two items 
of $298.60 and $248.75 for widening, and 
"extra close cutting" the road cannot bo 
allowed, as Mr. Ilobson, the manager's 
brother, by whose orders the work is al- 
leged to have been done, had no authority 
to give such orders, as his duties were lim- 
ited to keeping the company's hook.-. 

The plaintiff is entitled to his costs of the 
action, as well as to the sum sued for.

The above ligures are undisputed 
counsel for the defense contends thai 
certificate is insufficient, inasmuch as it 
contains no expression by Mr. Soues of his 
being satisfied with the work, and, further- 
more, that it shows on its luce that that 
gentleman tlid not personally examine t lie 
work but. deputed that duty to his subordi- 
nate, viz., the superintendent of govern- 
ment roads. I overruled the first of these 
objections at the trial, as there is nothing 
in the contract that required Mr. Soues to 
express his satisfaction i n writing; and I 
allowed the plaintiff to prove, as he did, 
that. Mr. Soues had informed him, verbally, 
when the certificate was given, that he was 
satisfied with the road. If the contract had 
read " to the entire satisfaction of Mr. 
Soues, whose certificate in writing to that 
effect shall be a condition precedent to pay- 
ment," I would have upheld the objection, 
but the words "to that effect" are 
not in the contract, and cannot now be 
read into it as their interpolation would be 
tantamount to an unwarrantable alteration 
of it. (See observations of Mr. Justice 1'at- 
terson on the same point in Hamilton v. 
Myles, -M U.U.C.P. at pp. 32S, 329.) 

The contract, according to in; construc- 
tion of it, entitles the contractor to pay- 
ment upon his complying with two separ- 
ate conditions, viz., obtaining Mr. Soues' 
approval of his work, verbally or otherwise, 
for it does not say which, and also getting 
his certificate in writing to the effect, as 
one is forced to assume, for the kind of 
certificate is not prescribed, that the work 
has been completed according to the speci- 
fications. Even this assumption might, it I 
seems to me, be fairly complained of by the 
plaintiff, for the rule of construction m 
such cases, as stated by Chief Baron Kelly I 
in Roberts v. Bury Commissioners, L.R. 5 
C. P. at p. 331, is Unit the court "is not to 
assume a jurisdiction which it does not 
possess tii mitigate the hardship 
upon contractors of clauses, however 
oppressive, which are sometimes, and 
indeed most, commonly introduced into 
agreements of this nature; but it must 
take care also not to add to their severity 
and to the injustice which they are often 
the means of inflicting upon a contractor 
by imagining stipulations which are not to 
lie found in the contract, and which the 
parties have never entered into or contem- 
plated." However, that a certificate of the 
description I have mentioned was contem- 
plated by the parties is veiy probable. 

The objection that Mr. Soues did not in- 
spect the road personally, and thus ascer- 
tain whether the specifications had been 
carried out or not, but delegated that duty 
to the superintendent of government roads, 
who was nis subordinate, appears to me to 
be disposed of by the ease of Clemence v. 
Clark, reported at page 1 11 of the third edi- 
tion of Roscoe's Building Cases. Mr. Soues 
was, and is, government agent for tin? dis- 
t net surrounding ( llinton. Hisjpublicduties, 
as the president of the company must be 
taken to have known, are multifarious. 
His selection as arbitrator in the matter of 
the contract could not have been a mere 
matter of chance; on the contrary it is only 
reasonable to infer that lie was purposely 
chosen because, as controller of the dis- 
trict, he would have to report upon the 
road to the government, as the government 
had agreed with the company to contribute 
$3,000 upon it" completion to the company's 
mine, l'his accounts for the presence in 
the certificate of the concluding words, 
••and so reported to the Department of 
Lands and Works on the 7th inst. " Bar- 
ton, from the government's point of view, 
ami not Mr. Soues, was the proper person 
to examine the road. Hi' was competent, 
wiiiie Mr. Soues might have been incompe- 
tent, to do so.

They seem 
bound to make out by some means 
or another that he is not a " full- 
fledged " member of the Cabinet. 
We may say in passing that the 
Grit citizens of Brockville and their 
newspaper organ are not at all concern- 
ed about the exact standing in the Gov- 
ernment of Mr. Wood, who occupies a 
position precisely similar to that of Col. 
Prior. The reason of this most likely is 
that the Grits in Mr. Wood's constitu- 
ency were not such fools as to declare 
that it was not in the power of the 
Premier to elevate their representative 
to a cabinet position, and consequently 
they do not feel themselves under any 
obligation to raise questions wit h respect 
to the constitutionality of his appoint- 
ment. 

The pertinacity of some of the Victoria 
Grits in sticking to the position they 
first assumed with respect to Col. Prior, 
or rather their reluctance to acknow ledge 
that they, for want of political intelli- 
gence, blundered atrociously, must be 
very annoying to their political friends 
in the House of Commons who are 
obliged, to keep their Victoria fellow 
Grits in countenance, to raise foolish 
points and to put themselves in a false 
pusition. 

$o one knows better than the Hon. 
Mr. Mills and the Hon. Mr. Laurier that 
Col. Prior and Mr. Wood are as genu- 
inely and in every respect as fully Cabi- 
net Ministers as the other members of 
the Cabinet, yet when they had nothing 
else to do in the House than to obstruct 
its proceedings, they asked questions and 
raised objections, of the foolishness and 
the futility of which they were perfectly 
well aware. What Mr. Laurier is report- 
ed to have said amounted to nothing more 
than what everyone in the House, and 
out of it for that matter, knew as well as 
he did, namely, that the two gentlemen 
occupy the position of controller. Xo- 
body ever attempted to conceal or deny 
this fact. But they knew better 
than to go as far as .Senator Mclnnes 
and other Victoria < irits did— to affirm 
that men occupying the position of con- 
troller are ineligible for seats in the 
Cabinet. They went no further than to 
say that to place them in the Cabinet 
was "unusual" and "anomalous." 
This, too, everyone knows. But the 
British Constitution, for that matter, 
abounds in anomalies. The Grit leader 
knew better, however, than to question 
the validity of the appointments. What 
Mr. Laurier said— supposing that he is 
reported correctly— about the controllers 
not being responsible was, with all 
due deference, sheer nonsense. In- 
stead of having only one man 
responsible to Parliament as to 
the way in which the affairs of the De- 
partments of Customs and Inland Eev- 
enue are conducted, as was the case last 
session, there are now three Ministers of 
the Crown who can be called to account 
by Parliament. Let either of the Control- 
lers be proved to have been guilty of 
any grave dereliction of duty and it will 
very soon be seen whether or not he is 
responsible. As our readers know, the 
seat in the Cabinet was offered to Col. 
Prior at the same time as he was offered 
the controllership. and that was neces- 
sarily some time before there was an 
election. 

Mr. Mills was much more cautious 
than his nominal chief. All that he said 
was that appointments of the kind are 
unusual, which is very different indeed 
from declaring that they are impossible. 
Mr, Mills owed it to himself to say that 
" the government" (Governor-General, 
no doubt) could make even the barber 
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of the House of Commons a privy coun« 
cillor, which piece of information must 
have horrified the Victoria Grit consti- 
tutional lawyers. 

Well, the Hon. Col. Prior is a Cabinet 
Minister, and he performs the duties and 
exercises the powers of a Cabinet Min- 
ister. This fact ought to 'convince if it 
does not satisfy the Ottawa correspond- 
ent of the Times and show the editor of 
that sheet the folly of publishing any 
more of his idiotic rubbish about Col. 
Prior's status. 



IMPO TENT MA LIGNITY. 

The Times refers to Sir Charles Tap- 
per in bold head lines as the " Arch 
Falsifier." It is needless to say this 
attempted substitution of Sir Charles 
for His Satanic Majesty Will not bring 
about the utter condemnation of tLbt 
honorable gentleman, but it is. never- 
theless, very suggestive of the good in- 
tentions of his political opponents. Mo 
doubt at the present time they wish him 
in any place rather than in the region of 
Dominion politics, and the suggestion of 
his high place among evil doers is born 
of that fear with which troubled con- 
sciences regard the enemy of all man- 
kind. 

We do not know, in our experience, of 
any man who has been the subject of so 
much vituperation and downright ma- 
lignant cursing as Sir Charles Tupper 
during the short period since his re- 
entry into Canadian politics, and, taking 
into consideration the motives actuating 
bis political adversaries and the circum- 
stances of his re-appearance, we do not 
know of so great a compliment having 
been paid to any other public man in 
Canada than is comprehended in such 
unbridled and wholesale abuse. It is 
malevolent and hateful in its every ex- 
pression, and can have but one result, 
and that is in turning the eyes of Cana- 
dians as a body to the brilliant career of 
a statesman who, next to Sir John Mac- 
donald himself, has done more than any 
other Canadian, living or dead, fo give 
effect to the principles of responsible 
government, in bringing about Con- 
federation and carrying to a successful 
conclusion the great national un- 
dertakings that have since grown out of 
it. They will look to him as the 
Strong Man of the nation, who 
can best steer it through a crisis the 
gravest since we became a Dominion — a 
crisis brought about not by any dirlicul- 
ties or inherent defects of the constitu- 
tion, but by reason of the contravention 
of its most sacred principles on the part 
of those who style themselves Liberals'. 

Such a record of success and eminent 
usefulness cannot but inspire a confid- 
ence in his ability and his patriotism 
that will bring to his support the best 
elements of all parties, to emphatically 
condemn and defeat the designs of those 
who are trifling with the most vital 
principles of the federal compact and 
playing on provincial prejudices for a 
lease of power. 

SOME S UGOESTIONS. 

Some of the suggestions made by the 
deputation of city school trustees who 
waited upon the Minister of Education 
yesterday would, in our opinion, if 
adopted, be improvements. 

They wanted the Government to short- 
en the schoJl hours for the little chil- 
dren. This is a wise and a humane re- 
quest. The little ones should not be 
tortured by being Kept shut up in a 
schoolroom — often an uncomfortable and 
a stuffy one — five or six hours a day. The 
Government might do even more than 
the trustees seemed to* want. They 
might without injuring the efficiency of 
the school in the least, or retarding the 
progress of the children, make it a rule 
that the two junior classes should not 
be allowed to remain in school more 
than half a day. The children might 
with benefit to themselves and to the 
school, be dismissed for the day at noon. 
Two hours and a half, or at most three 
hours a day, is quite lung enough for the 
junior classes to be confined in a school 
room. The experiment of making the 
school day short for the little ones has 
been tried in several places with the 
best results. 

It was suggested by the deputation 
that teachers should be engaged for the 
year. Under the present system the 
teacher is hired by the month as a cook 
or a Chinaman is hired, and he or she 
can lie sent adrift without rhyme or 
reason after thirty days' notice. This 
system, we submit, is not fair either to 
the teachers or the trustees. It gives 
the teacher who gets hulled at some 
imaginary offence or who sees what he 
or she considers a better position adver- 
tised an opportunity to desert his or her 
position just after the school has got well 
under way, much to its detriment ; and 
it gives capricious and ignorant 
trustees a chance to dismiss a good, 
hard-working teacher because he does 
not happen to please a majority of them 
in some matter not even remotely con- 
nected with school work. The teacher's 
position should be assured for a year, 
provided he behaves himself well and 
performs his duties faithfully. At the 
year's end if the Trustees did not like 
the teacher, or if the teacher did not 
like the school, the engagement would 
not bo renewed and no harm would be 
done to anyone. The school in which 
the teacher is frequently changed is sel- 
dom or never a good one. 

Some of the trustees seemed to bo 
opposed to public examinations. 
They appeared to think that those 
who visit the schools on show days 



are not placed in a position to form 
a correct or an intelligent opinion on 
either the quality of the teaching or the 
progress made by the pupils. There is 
a u'ood deal of truth in this. But if the 
examinations were really examinations 
and not performances the result might 
be different. If the teacher, or soma 
visitor qualified to give a lesson, ex- 
amined the classes in the usual way, it 
would not, we think, be very hard to 
form a pretty correct opinion as to both 
the attainments of the pupils and the 
efficiency of the system under which 
they are taught. 

The influence of public examinations, 
properly conducted, is, we think, whole- 
some on all concerned, parents, teachers 
and children. They break the mono- 
tony of school life and they do much to 
keep up an interest in the schools and in 
education generally. Besides, it is only 
right that the public should be afforded 
the opportunity now and then to see for 
themselves what they are getting in the 
shape of education for their money. 
The conference of the school trustees of 
the cities will, we hope and believe, he 
productive of good results.

TEACHERS' INSTITUTE 

Approve of a Memorial to the School 
Trustees in Regard to the Cut 
in Salaries. 

At a meeting of the Teachers' Insti- 
tute yesterday, at which all but seven or 
eight members were present, a report 
was presented by the committee ap- 
pointed on Monday to draw up a mem- 
orial to the school board o'n the subject 
of the cut in salaries. 

In effect, it is understood, that the 
memorial urges that the reduction in the 
salaries of the school teachers was un- 
necessary, and that if a reduction in the 
estimates of the school board was re- 
quired, the saving might have been eff- 
ected in other ways. Tin' teachers point 
out that the estimates for the Victoria 

hools are lower than those in Van- 
couver, and that the teachers here re- 
ceive lower salaries than in the other 
cities of the province. 

The memorial was unanimously en- 
dorse by the institute, ami will be sent 
to the school board forthwith. 

It is believed, too, that a communica- 
tion will also be sent to the trustees 
from the High school, asking that the 
iction in reducing the staff of that insti- 
tution be reconsidered, as otherwise the 
work of the school would be to a great 
extent seriously interfered with. 



The twenty-fourth annual report of 
the public schools of British Columbia, 
laid before the legislature yesterday, 
contains the usual comprehensive de- 
tails of the operations of tiie twelve 
months under review, and ending June 
30, 1895. In that year there were 202 
schools in operation, 172 of these being 
rural institutions. The teachers em- 
ployed numbered 319, an increase of 24 
lor the year. There were IIS, 482 pupils 
enrolled, an increase of Kill). The pro- 
vincial expenditure for education proper 
was $189,037, of which ff 169,447 went for 
teachers' salaries, $7,701 for the in- 
cidental expenses of the rural 
districts, and $11,887 for the edu- 
cation office. The cost of each 
pupil enrolled was $14.02. The hinds 
ami works department expended $18,963 
for school building and repairs in rural 
districts and $5,000 in aid of the school 
building in Nanaimo city, the total ex- 
penditure by the provincial government 
for all purposes of education being thus 
brought up to $20S,000. 

The cost of education in a city district 
is met by the city council, the provincial 
government paying a per capita grant of 
ten dollars per head per annum, based 
on the average actual daily attendance 
of pupils. In addition to this grant 
each municipal corporation receives the 
amount collected from its provincial rev- 
enue tax. The amount of per capita 
grant paid to each of the four cities dur- 
ing the year was as follows :"

The total expenditure tor schools in 
rural districts, including construction of 
school houses, furniture, repairs, etc., 
was $145,707.98. 

The average monthly salaries of 115 
teachers in city districts were $013. 62; of 
183 teachers in rural districts $55.46. In 
the cities there were 43 male and 72 fe- 
male teachers; in the country 04 male 
and 80 female. The growth of the 
schools during recent years is shown by 
these figures :

"The past school year has shown in- 
creased activity in every class of educa- 
tional work. While there is no claim 
that the schools cannot he further im- 
proved, or that the teachers have always 
adopted the most approved modes of 
instruction, yet it must be admitted that 
educational work in this province is 
carried on under very favorable condi- 
tions. An advance has been made, not 
so great as desired, but. still of a sub- 
stantial character; and a sure founda- 
tion has been laid for still further pro- 
gress. With proper application to school 
work, no pupil needs go out into the 
work! without a fair equipment for life's 
duties. In regard to the various studies 
pursued and the progress therein, such 
remarks and suggestions as appear help- 
ful and necessary are herewith pre- 
sented. 

" While in the Maritime Provinces 
during the early part of the present 
year, I utilized part, of my time in visit- 
ing some of the schools which were re- 
garded as being among the best. My 
object was, of course, to witness school 
work carried on under the most favor- 
able conditions, and, by comparison, to 
note in what way our schools differ from 
those of the older provinces of Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. The re-

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suits of my observations lead me to the 
opinion that the work of our advanced 
grades is quite equal to that of cor- 
responding grades of the schools visited, 
but that in methods of primary instruc- 
tion our schools, with some exceptions, 
are certainly inferior. This defect I can 
only ascribe to the absence of a normal 
school, where suitable professional 
training could be given to those who pro- 
pose to take up the difficult work of 
teaching. The establishment of such an 
institution has, on more than one oc- 
casion, been strongly advocated by you 
in the annual school report, and I trust 
that the time is not far distant when 
your valuable recommendation will be 
carried out." 

Inspector Burns says : "There is an 
evident improvement in matters of dis- 
cipline; and this, because, in the ma- 
jority of cases, the teachers seem to be 
alive to the necessity of constant em- 
ployment, especially tor younger chil- 
dren, as the best means of obtaining 
goocT.order at all times, as well as progress 
in education. Tt has invariably been 
observed that those teachers in our un- 
graded schools, who have the work of 
their various classes pre-arranged with 
the o object of providing this constant 
employment, are the most successful in 
every respect, and the skill shown by 
many in our rural schools in doing this 
with their numerous classes, is some- 
times surprising. Our teachers also are 
doing their utmost to train the pupils in 
what may be considered the practical 
side of school work; they recognize that 
neatness, accuracy, and thoroughness 
can only lie attained by tin wearying 
efforts on their part. When these are 
observed in all the work of a school they 
are evidences that the teacher's work is 
being efficiently done, although .tgreat 
advances in study may not be made."

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Mr Ritbiit Moves for Government 
Management— Gold .Searchers Ask- 
ing Fraser liiver Territory. 

Cariboo Fanners Against Traction 
Engines— Small Fanning— The 
School Boards' Deputation. 

A matter of very general interest in 
Victoria especially is to be dealt with by 
Mr. R. P. Eithet in the following mo- 
tion, of which he yesterday gave notice 
in the legislature: 

" Whereas a resolution is before this 
house pointing out the urgent necessity 
for a vessel to render assistance to ves- 
sels and their- crews in case of shipwreck 
on the west coast of Vancouver island ; 
and whereas in order to render such ser- 
vice of the greatest utility it is desirable 
that telegraphic communication should 
be maintained with as little interruption 
as practicable; and whereas the tele- 
graph line now existing between Vic- 
toria and Carmanah Point on the west 
coast of Vancouver island is maintained 
and operated by a private company, and 
communication is frequently interrupted 
for long intervals on account of the wires 
being down; and whereas tins service is 
one which is of the greatest public im- 
portance and necessity, and might be 
made of greater utility and efficiency if 
managed and controlled by some of the 
departments of the Dominion govern- 
ment at Victoria instead of as at pre- 
sent : 

" Be it resolved, That a respectful ad- 
dress be presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor requesting him to 
press upon the Dominion government 
the desirability of placing the tole- 
graph line and service between Victoria 
and Carmanah Point under the direct 
management and control of some depart- 
ment of the Dominion government at 
Victoria, with a view to its greater effi- 
ciency and utility in the public interest, 
humane as well as commercial." 

FRASER RIVBR GOLD DREDGING, 

It is understood that the matter of the 
F raser river dredging petition, ruled out 
of order in the house, is to be brought 
before the government in another form. 
The petitioners are the Dominion Dredg- 
ing Company, who have equipped them- 
selves with valuable dredging material 
designed to operate on a new principle 
which gives promise of excellent results. 
They already have this machinery at 
the scene of operations, but upon apply- 
ing for a lease of a section of the Fraser 
river near Lillooet, they found that this 
territory and all the rest of the river 
have already been taken up, though the 
leases are not being worked. It is stated 
that leases covering about five miles 
were secured by a number of persons 
who subsequently transferred their 
rights to the Fraser River Dredging 
Company. These leases have been in 
existence a couple of years. One of 
their conditions is that a certain mini- 
mum quantity of work must be per- 
formed annually, and it is on the allega- 
tion that this requirement has not been 
fulfilled that the new company asks a 
cancellation of the lease to the territory 
at Lillooet for which it applied. 

SMALL FARMING, 

As the provincial government are now 
paying special attention to the matter of 
agricultural development, by the estab- 
lishment of a system of small holdings 
and otherwise, efforts are being made to 
secure the advantage of the experience 
of other [tarts of the British dominions 
in similar directions. A short time ago 
Premier Turner suggested to Hon. E. <t. 
Prior, as the representative of this pro- 
vince in the cabinet at Ottawa, that the 
Dominion government agent in the 
Australian colonies might furnish a re- 
port as to the method and results of the 
several systems of dealing with govern- 
ment lands there in vogue. Col. Prior 
gave immediate attention to the matter, 
and yesterday the instimation was re- 
ceived from him that instructions to the 
eflect suggested havejjeen forwarded to 
Mr. Larke. 

STATUTE REVISION. 

The order-in-council laid before the 
house yesterday in reference to the re- 
vision " of the statutes, is dated 9th 
March, 1895, and carries out the report 
of a committee of council, reading as 
follows: •• The committee of council in 
pursuance of hill No. 5 of the statutes of 
last session, intituled ' An act toauthor- 
ize the revision of the statutes,' re- 
commend that a commission under the 
great seal of the province issue to the 
lion. Theodore Davie, Chief Justice of 
the Province, constituting him a com- 
missioner lor revising and consolidating 
a new edition of the laws of the Prov- 
ince of British Columbia and of the 
laws of England in force and applicable 
to this province." 

AGAINST niACTION ENGINES, 

Mr. Stoddart received word by wire 
yesterday that a delegation are on their 
way down from Ashcroft to interview the 
government in oppositian to the private 
bill to he introduced to permit the use of 
traction engines on the Cariboo road. 
The farmers of the district are very 
much opposed to the innovation. 

SCHOOL TRUSTEE DEPUTATION. 

Hon. Col. Baker, minister of educa- 
tion, was yesterday forenoon waited 
upon by a deputation of the Victoria, 
Vancouver and Westminster school trus- 
tees, who laid before him the suggested 
amendments to the school regulations 
which the conference of trustees had ap- 
proved on the previous evening. Vic- 
toria was represented by Messrs. Chas. 
Hayward, McMicking and Yates, Van- 
couver by Dr. Brydone Jack and Mr. 
Templcto'n, and Westminster by Dr. 
Boggs and Mr. John Mackenzie. Hon. 
Col. Baker promised to lay before the 
Council of Public Instruction the various 
suggestions made by the deputation.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

NINTH DAY. 
Wednesday, Feb. 5, 1896. 

Mr. Booth took the chair at 2 p.m. 

Prayers by Rev. J. H. S. Sweet. 

The Speaker ruled with respect to a 
petition presented by Mr. Smith, from 
&. B. Guthrie and other residents of 
Lillooet, seeking the cancellation of cer- 
tain mining leases on the Fraser river. 
He held that the petition was out of or- 
der as interfering with the prerogative 
of the crown. 

LANDS IN EAST YALE. 

Mr. Graham moved for a return of all 
reports for the year 1895 made by Mr. 
Burnveat with regard to explorations in 
East Yale. He said it is understood 
that report will show that there are all 
the way up to 15,000 acres of land in 
that district fit for settlement, and if 
this is the case it will be a good report 
to circulate widely. 

Hon. Mr. Martin explained that the 
information asked for is shortly to ap- 
pear in the report of the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works ; and in order 
to avoid reprinting the motion stood 
over until it can he seen whether extra 
copies of that partof the Commissioner's 
report will do. 

LAND TITLES. 

Mr. Williams asked: Is it the inten- 
tion of the government to introduce, at 
the present session, legislation relating 
to the transfer of real estate and the re- 
gistration of titles to lands. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts — The matter is now 
under the consideration of the govern- 
ment. 

statute revisio^. 

Mr. Williams asked : 1. What was the 
date of payment of $7,500 to the com- 
missioner appointed for revision and con- 
solidation of the statutes? 2. What were 
the disbursements paid thereout by the 
commissioner? :>. Who paid expenses 
in connection with printing and binding 
the first report of the commissioner? 
4. What is the cost of printing and 
binding same? 

Hon. Mr. Turner answered the ques- 
tions as follows: 1. 2nd July, $3,500; 
6th September, $750; 4th December, 
$750; 7th January, $2,500. 2. No state- 
ment has been furnished by the commis- 
sioner. 8. The government. . 4. The 
printing was done at the government of- 
fice, partly by the regular stall', of which 
no separate account has been kept. Ad- 
ditional printers were employed at a 
cost of $1,270.00. The paper cost ap- 
proximately $175. The cost of binding 
150 copies amounted to $107.50. 

COUNTY COURT APPEALS. 

Ma. Helmcekn asked: 1. Is it a fact 
that during the recess of this house any 
county court appeals have been heard at 
the city of New Westminster before a 
court constituted of one supreme court 
judge and the judge of the county court 
of the district? 2. Have any divisional 
court appeals been heard, cither at the 
city of Vancouver or the city of New 
Westminster before a court so consti- 
tuted? 3. If so, was the said court or 
either of them so constituted with the 
sanction of the government, and under 
what authority? 

Hon. Mr. Eberts — 1. Yes, one county 
court appeal was heard at New West- 
minster before a court so constituted, 
the appeal being from a judgment of the 
county judge of Yale, who bad acted in 
the absence of the county judge of West- 
minster; and another appeal was heard 
there from the county court judge before 
two judges of the supreme court. 2. No. 
3. The government gave no sanction to 
and had no knowledge of the holding of 
the above courts. 

ROAD SUPERINTENDENT EAST LILLOOET. 

Mr. Semlin asked: 1. Has the pro- 
vincial auditor examined the accounts 
of the road superintendent of Mast 
Lillooet during the year 1895, or any 
part of said year? 2. Has the govern- 
ment received a report from the auditor 
orgoverninent agent for Lillooet referring 
to such accounts? 

Hon. Mr. Turner answered, to ques- 
tion 1, Yes; to question 2, Yes. 

The questions of which Mr. Seiulin 
had given notice respecting the removal 
of the gold commissioner's office from 
Richfield to Barkerville, were ruled out 
of order, as containing debateable asser- 
tions. 

BILLS WITHDRAWN, 

Hon. Mr. Eberts, in accordance with 
the statement made yesterday moved 
the formal discharge of the orders for 
the several bills arising out of the con- 
solidation of the statutes. 

Mr. Kitchen protested that this 
won Id leave the bouse with nothing to 
do, an<l urged that these bills be pro- 
ceeded with. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts expressed surprise 
at this change of front on the part of the 
opposition, who after railing at the gov- 
ernment for several days because these 
bills were brought before the house at 
this session, now object to their with- 
drawal in order that the procedure of 
other provinces with respect to-revisioris 
may be followed. 

Motions for discharge of orders agreed 
to. 

HILLS IN COMMITTEE. 

The house went into committee on the 
intestate estates bill, Mr. Stoddart in 
the chair. Bill reported complete with- 
out amendments. 

The house went into committoeon the 
Royal Inland Hospital incorporation 
bill, Major Mutter in the chair, lie- 
ported complete with amendments. 

REPORTS PRESENTED. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a return 
containing the order-in-council anci 
other papers relating to the appoint- 
ment of the commissioner for the revi- 
sion of the statutes. He also presented 
the annual report on the public schools. 

DAIRYING HILL. 

The bill for the encouragement of 
dairying was, on motion of Hon. Mr. 
Turner, referred to a select committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Booth, Mutter, 
Adams, Kitchen and Kidd, to consider 
and report to the house such suggestions 
as seem advisable. 

HOMESTEAD ACT. 

Dr. Walkem moved the second read- 
ing of the homestead act amendment 
bill, to provide that no trader shall bo 
permitted to claim exemption under 
this act for any part of the stock-in- 
trade of his business. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts spoke in support of 
the bill, declaring that the member for

lieved any question that might havo 
arisen from tho fact of three men living 
under tho samo roof with tho young and 
beautiful mistress of Hurst Court.

Another Wreck Oecnrs in the Straits 
Yesterday— The " Kiluraiinoii " 
the Uufortuuate Craft 



She Ih Ashore 011' Point Wilson Par 
t ittlly Submerged— The " Thistle's " 
liouirh Experience. 



A special dispatch to the Colonist from 
Port Townsend last evening, says: "The 
Britisli ship Kilbrannon, 34 days from 
Callao, coming up the Straits before a 
westerly gale this morning, ran ashore at 
Point Wilson, crushing the plates of her 
keel and greatly damaging her hull. After 
the accident her sails remained unfurled, 
which together with the wind and lide 
lifted the vessel high up on tin- beach, and 
embedded her deeply in the sand and drov 
her on the rocks. During the afternoon 
several feet of water leaked into her hold, 
and it is considered extremely doubtful 
whether she can be got oil', especially if tb 
storm continues. 

tiik "thistle's" aiiventubb. 

When about -100 miles north of here ih 
steam schooner Thistle, ("apt. Langley. 
which arrived in port from the Northern 
Hailing grounds yesterday morning, brol 
her propellor. The wheel' struck a Moating 
log and hud to be renewed by beaching the 
vessel. In conversation yesterday Captain 
Langley said he left Refuge bay on the 
morning of January 31, and had a strong 
S.E. wind all day. i'le bud crossed Wright's 
sound and bad entered the McKay reach, 
when just oil' Tivet point at 11 p.m. a 
stick of driftwood got tout of the propellor, 
breaking all four blades. The ship was 
then at the mercy of the wind, but the 
place where the accident occurred being 
sheltered the steamer drifted around until 
I a.m., Next morning, when getting within 
half a cable of the shore, the anchor i 
lowered in 40 fathoms of water. This held 
on until daylight, ami the great object was 
to get to some beach to adjust a spare pro- 
pellor aboard the vessel. To accomplish thi- 
Wrights sound was headed for, but before 
the desired spot was reached all the sail 
possible luuMo be spread. After live hour 
hard work Homes bay was reached and 
the vessel grounded at 2 p.m. At 2 a.m. 
next morning she was again afloat and 
once more speeding in the direction id' Vic- 
toria. From this on t he t rip was continued 
in the worst kind of weather, The Thistle 
will goon the beach to-day to have another 
wheel placed in position, and will leave 
again in t he evening for the fishing grounds.

Last Services Over the Remains of 
the Unfortunate Prince— The 
Ceremonies. 



Honors and Respect Paid by the 
Queen and Her Officers 
of State. 



Cowks, Lsle of "Wight, Feb. 5.— In 
spite of the damp and foggy weather, 
Cowes and neighborhood were crowded 
with visitors this morning to pay the 
last tribute of respect to the remains of 
Prince Henry of Battenberg. The re- 
mains were brought here from Ports- 
mouth by the royal yacht Albert and 
rested on board the Albert all night. 
Emblems of mourning were displayed on 
all sides ashore. Nearly all present were 
dressed in mourning or half mourning, 
and the roadstead, where rode a mag- 
nificent squadron of warships, including 
the new Hying squadron, was most 
picturesque. On board the Albert the 
casket containing the remains of the 
dead Prince rested upon a bier covered 
with the British ensign and surrounded 
by a guard of marines, whose red coats 
contrasted finely with the otherwise 
sombre surroundings. 

About 10 o'clock the Duke , of Con- 
naught and the Duchess of Albany, and 
later the Princess Beatrice, her children 
and Princess Louise ,embarked on the 
Albert. The fatherless ^children placed 
wreaths upon the coffin. The cabinet 
ministers present included Kt. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies; G. J. Goschen, lirst 
lord of the admiralty; A. J. Balfour, 
first lord of the treasury, and Viscount 
Cross, lord privy seal. 

Among the officers assembled at the 
pier were the Prince of Wales, in field 
marshal's .uniform; the Duke of York, 
in naval uniform ; and the Duke of Con- 
naught, Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, 
Prince Christian of Schlesweig-llolsteni, 
Prince Francis of Battenberg, Comman- 
der-in-Chief Viscount Wolseley, Gen. Sir 
Bedvers Butler, adjutant general, and 
other distinguished officers, all in brilli- 
ant full dress uniforms. A few minutes 
after these officers had assembled the 
Queen's carriage was driven to the pier. 
It contained Her Majesty, Princess Be- 
atrice and two children, all in deep 
mourning. The casket was then shoul- 
dered by eight naval officers and con- 
veyed from the Albert to a gun carriage 
in waiting at the end of the gangway. 
A flowing union jack hid the coffin, upon 
which rested the busby and star and 
ribbon of the garter formerly worn by 
the deceased. 

The funeral procession then started 
for Whippingham church, where the 
body arrived at 1.30 p.m. There it was 
received by the Lord Chamberlain, Lord 
Lathom, and by the Deans of Winches- 
ter and Windsor. The clergy preceded 
the coffin up the aisle to the chancel. In 
the meanwhile choristers were singing 
the opening sentences of the burial ser- 
vice. The chief mourners stood at the 
head of the coffin, and the Dean of Win- 
chester officiated. At the conclusion of 
the services the coffin was temporarily 
placed in a sarcophagus, erected 
in the household pew, and earth 
and Mowers were cast upon it. Sir 
Walter Parrot was the organist for the 
occasion. When all the ceremonies in 
the church were ended the volunteers 
outside fired three volleys. The Queen 
was vigorous enough to walk in and out 
of the church, although it was noticed 
she leaned heavily on the arm of her 
Indian attendant. 

Special funeral services took place at 
noon to-day in Westminster Abbey, 
which was thronged. Among those 
present were the Marquis of Salisbury. 
Ixml Halsbury, the Lord Chancellor, 
the Duke of Devonshire, the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Sir William Vernon liar- 
court and Lady Harcourt, Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Asquith, and the U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Thomas F. Bayard and Mrs. Bayard. 

Alfred Austin, the poet laureate, pub- 
lishes in the Times this morning a long 
poem on the lute Prince Henry of Bat- 
tenberg.

PROFESSIONAL BASEBALL. 


Victoria Heartily Welcomed Into the Pacific 
League— Much Enthusiasm Manifested, 

Mr. S. D. Seh'ultz returned yesterday 
from Portland, where he represented 
the holders of the Victoria franchise at 
the meeting of the newly organized 
Pacific League of Professional Baseball 
Clubs. Victoria's application for mem- 
bership received a hearty welcome, and 
the Portland, Seattle and Tacoma man- 
agers expressed much pleasureat the in- 
terest taken by Victorians in the 
success of the league. After con- 
sidering matters of organization an 
agreement was signed on behalf ol the 
league clubs. The agreement provides 
for the government of league officials 
and players. The constitution also ar- 
ranges for the settlement of club dis- 
putes by way of appeal to oilicials ap- 
pointed by the league. 

The following sub-sections of section 8 
indicate how the membership of any 
club may be terminated: 

1. By resignation duly accepted by a 
three-fourths vote of all the clubs in 
meeting duly convened. 
_ 2. Failure to present its nine at the 
time and place agreed upon to play any 
championship game, unless caused by 
unavoidable accident in travelling. 

3. Allowing open betting or pool sell- 
ing upon the grounds, or in any building 
owned or occupied by it. 

•1. Playing any game of ball with a 
club that is disqualified or ineligible 
under its constitution. 

5. ( (Bering, agreeing, conspiring or at- 
tempting to lose any game of 
ball, or failing to immediately expel 
any player who shall be proven guilty 
of offering, agreeing, conspiring or at- 
tempting to lose any game of ball, or of 
being interested in any pool or wager 
thereon. 

6. Disbandment of its organization or 
team during championship season. 

7. Failing or refusing to fulfil its con- 
tractual obligations. 

Section lio provides for " crookedness" 
and its penalties, and reads as follows: 
"Any person who shall be proven 
guilty of offering, agreeing, conspiring 
or attempting to cause any game of ball 
to result otherwise than on its merits 
under the playing rules, or who, 
while acting as umpire, shall violate 
any provision of the constitution, or of 
the playing rules adopted thereunder, 
may be forever disqualified by the presi- 
dent of the league from acting as um- 
pire, manager, player or in any other 
capacity in any game of ball participated 
in by a league club." 

Section Ml provides for a tribunal to 
hear appeals by any person who shall 
have been expelled, suspended or dis- 
ciplined by bis club. 

Club colors were chosen, Portland 
electing to appear in black and white, 
Seattle in red and grey, and the Victoria 
team will don uniforms of dark bine and 
grey. Tacoma, as yet, has not announced 
its colors. 

Much enthusiasm is shown in Port- 
land, Seattle and Tacoma, especially 
among the athletic organizations, and 
predictions of success are freely ex- 
pressed by baseball veterans who* have 
carefully studied the situation and taken 
into account the .question whether the 
league cities chosen are capable of sup- 
porting professional ball.

BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 

Preparations for the Visit of the Members 
to Toronto in 1897. 

Preparations are already being made 
in Toronto for the visit there in 18i)7 of 
the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. A meeting of those 
having in hand the arrangements for 
organization has b"en held, 1'rof. A. B. 
Macallum, Ph.D., of Toronto University, 
presiding, and committees were appoint- 
ed to provide for all the details of the 
congress. The co-operation of all scienti- 
fic, literary and commercial bodies in Can- 
ada will be sought. The Dominion and 
Ontario governments and the city of 
Toronto will contribute liberally to the 
fund for expenses. Arrangements will 
be made for the delegates to visit various 
parts of Canada, and a committee will 
prepare guide books, etc.

VENEZ UELAN BOUNDARY. 

The President of the Royal Geographical 
Society Sustains Britain's Posi- 
tion by Maps, Etc. 

London, Feb. 5. — Clements Markbam, 
F.R.S., president of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, contributed a two 
column letter to the Times this morning, 
minutely describing all the cartographic 
evidence obtainable in the society's 
map room which bears npon the 
boundaries of Guiana from 1570 
onwards. By the treaty of '1S14 the 
Dutch ceded a portion of Guiana, in- 
cluding the Essequibo basin, to Great 
Britain, and Spain, then the sov- 
ereign of Venezuela, was a party to the 
treaty. 

" As the inheritor from Spain of that 
sovereignty," the letter goes on to say, 
" the Venezuelan republic is bound to 
adhere to the treaty of 1S14, which 
secured to Great Britain the sovereignty 
of the whole of the Essequibo basin." 

After detailing Robert Schomburg's 
explorations, Mr. Markham contends 
that the concession of the Vuruari 
valley, which was British territory, to 
Venezuela, shows that nothing could 
have been further from the thoughts 
of English statesmen than an infringe- 
ment of the Monroe doctrine. He con- 
cludes that even ii the territory which 
Venezuela claims were adjudged not to 
belong to Great Britain it does not fol- 
low that it belongs to Venezuela. Great 
Britain's right, he claims, rests on 
discovery; on a Dutch possession of 
three centuries, on effective occupation 
and on a treaty. 

The Times remarks in an editorial on 
the above letter: "Mr. Markbam's 
high authority and his conclusions are 
in substance identical with those reached 
by ex-Chief Justice Daly of New York. 
It is not easy to see how his arguments 
can be set aside. That we should be 
willing to submit any part of such a con- 
troversy to arbitration is a signal testi- 
mony to the prevailing desire among us 
to prevent the peace being endangered 
by a preposterous quarrel." 



IN DISTRACTED CUBA. 

Earthquake Shocks— Village Burned by In- 
surgents— Several Minor Engagements 
Reported— Plantations Fired. 

Havana, Feb. 5. — An earthquake 
shock of an alarming nature was ex- 
perienced to-day at Santa Cruz del Sur, 
province of Puerto Principe. The 
houses rocked and furniture was thrown 
about. 

The insurgents have burned the vil- 
lage of Yaza, in the district of Gibara, 
and have destroyed by lire the build- 
ings, machinery and plantation of Eu- 
rope, in the province of Matanzas. A 
squadron of Spanish cavalry at 
the farm of Carmen, in 
the Seiba de Mocha district of 
Matanzas, has had an hour's engage- 
ment with the insurgent bands com- 
manded by Carrillo and Torres. The 
insurgents lost, fifteen killed and many 
wounded, while the troops lost live 
killed and nine wounded. 

The column of troops commanded by 
Col. Tejeda had a skirmish with the in- 
surgents commanded by Jose Maceo and 
Rabi, on the right side of the Cauto 
river, in the province of Santiago de 
Cuba. Of the insurgents nine were 
killed, their comrades retiring with 
many wounded. The troops lost one 
officer and one soldier killed and had 
2!) wounded.

WATERWORKS AND CRIME. 

Two Important Questions That Are Ex- 
pected to Be Discussed by the City 
Council To-morrow. 

The meeting of the city council to- 
morrow evening bids fair to be a very 
interesting one. The meeting had been 
specially called to consider Mr. Sorby's 
claim in regard to the James Bay cause- 
way plans, but if there is time a couple 
of other questions will come up for dis- 
cussion. 

Mayor Beaven considers that the 
resolution passed by the council at the 
last meeting extending the time for the 
completi3ii of Walkley, King & Casey's 
contract at the waterworks is not sutli- 
ciently definite in several particulars. 
In the first place the resolution does 
not state for how long the ex- 
tension is to be allowed. Then 
he believes that some expression should 
be given by the council as to whether 
clause 2S, referring to the employment 
of resident labor only, be enforced. His 
worship also desires to know the wishes 
of the board as to the payment of the 
$2, 273. 35 now due the contractors. For 
these reasons he will on Friday ask the 
council to reconsider the resolution 
passed on Monday, so that these mat- 
ters may be stated definitely. 

A motion, of which Aid. Macmillan 
yesterday gave notice, is also expected 
to come up at the meeting. It rends as 
follows : 

" That whereas certain grave charges 
have been mibliely made affecting a 
question of public morals, and the man- 
agement of the police department, in 
reference thereto ; that a select or spe- 
cial committee be appointed, as provid- 
ed for by sections 103 and 10 1 "of the 
municipal act, to inquire into the work- 
ing of the police department and the 
manner in which the laws and regula- 
tions for the suppression of vice and 
crime are, or have been, enforced, and 
to report to this council." 



MURDER IN TORONTO.
